More Than $2,000. in Prizes Offered 
For Malting Barley 


This Province is ideally suited to 
the growing of first-class malting 
barley and, with the purpose of en- 
couraging the efforts of Ontario far- 
mers in producing this crop, the Ont- 
ario and Quebec Brewing Industry 
has offered prizes amounting to well 
over two thousand dollars. This was 
the recent announcement of Hon. T. 
L, Kennedy, Minister of Agriculture 
for Ontario. 


All Ontario farmers will be eligible 
for competition, and the media used 
for exhibition will include the Winter 
Seed Fairs, Combined Field Crop 
Competitions, and the Fall Fairs, six- 
ty of which have already been select- 
ed. 

Prizes at the Winter and Seed 
Fairs will total some two hundred 
and titty dollars. Combined Feid Crop 
competitions have been allotted over 
one thousand dollars; and fall fairs a 
similar amount. Much prizes, and de- 
tails of “Competition, will be under the 
administration of the Superintendent 
of Agricultural Societies, J. A. Car- 
roll, Parliament Buildings, Toronto. 
In connection with the Field Crop 
Competitions,- societies have been 
chosen in areas particularly well-suit- 
ed. to progucing the desired quality 
of barley! 

All competitors must ‘be. paid-up 
members of an Agricultural Society. 
There must be at least ten entries, 
and not less than eight crops inspect- 
ed. It, is further required that only 
Registered 0. A. C. No, 21 Barley be 
sown, and that the minimum acreage 
be five acres. In case where a field 
entered for.competition comprises 
more than five acres the entire field 
\, | will be judged. 

“| . Before a competitor can qualify for 
prize, af least fifty bushels of the 
e must-be cleaned to Grade No. 1. 
Field and bin inspection will be made 
without cost, and barley must be 
| ready for bin inspection and final 
grading not later than December Ist. 
Prizes in each competition will. be 
awarded as follows: First, thirty dol- 
‘lars; Second, ‘ twenty-five dollars; 
Third, twenty dollars; Fourth, fifteen 
dollars; Fifth, ten dollars, and Sixth, 
five dollars. 

Winter and Seed Fairs will include 
uelph Winter Fair,. Ottawa Winter 
Fair, South-Western Ontario Corn and 
‘| Seed Exhibition at Chatham, Quinte 
"| District Seed Fair, and the Ottawa 
| Valley Seed Fair. At each of these 
‘exhibitions fifty dollars will be dis- 
tributed in prizes. Highteen dollars 
in prize money has been allotted to 
each of the Fall Fairs, of a total of 
ten hundred and eighty dollars. 

No exhibitor may win a prize at 
more than one Fall Fair. This, how- 
ever, will not debar the exhibitor from 
competing at one of the large seed 
shows or winter fairs. Barley will be 
judged oh -its suitability for malting, 
not for seed. The points desired in 
barley for malting, in order of rela- 
‘tive importance are soundness, size 
and uniformity of kernel, freedom 
from other grains, and freedom from 
weed seegi} and inert matter.

SHEEP KILLING COSTS 

The damage done by marauding 
dogs to sheep flocks in Ontario has 
been estimated by R. W. Wade, Pro- 
vincial Live Stock Commissioner, as 
at least $20,000. This is the amount 
of money which municipalities 
throughout the province have had to 
pay out in compensation for sheep 
killed. Provincial and municipal regu- 
lations permit the farmer whose 
4 flocks have been ravaged to apply for 
compensation and settlement is made 
by mutual agreement or through a 
Provincial expert. : 
There is little that can be done, in 
preventing such slaughters, author- 
ities agree. The vicious -sheepkillers 
have found access to the most tightly 
enclosed pens and pastures. They 
work at night, work noiseléssly and 
leave only a short trail of blood be- 
hind.

BLUE SHIRTS CLAIM 25,000 


Membership of 25,000 in the Mar- 
itime Provinces is claimed for the

Hand-picking after cultivation may 
be avoided entirely or to a large ex- 
tent by attention to the foliow!ng: 

1. If the stubble is short and has 
not yet been ploughed undef, the use 
of a wide-furrow plough equipped 
with a skimmer makes it possible to 
bury the stubble so completely that 
no hand-picking will be necessary 

2. If the stubble is six ‘inches - or 
longer, it should first be crushe:! by 
rolling or discing. Run the roller or 
disc in the same direction as you wil) 
plough so that the stubble will always 
lie in the same direction as the plough 
is going. If this is done and-a skirm- 
mer used, it will result in good burial 
even with-a six inch deep furrow. 

3. Never plough crosswise the 
stubble rows, but always lengthwise. 

4. When running the last furrow 
before the stubble row, run it as close 
to the stubble as possible, not more 
than two inches from it. This wil? 
allow the stubble on the next rourl 
to fall flat into the furrow instead cf 
upon the side of it, and so will give 
much better burial. 

5. If the stubble was ploughed last 
fall and has heaved, it will be dragged 
up in cultivation unless the field is 
first rolled by a heavy roller to drive 
the stubble into the ground again. 

6. When cultivating, a disc should 
be used whenever possible instead of 
a toothed implement. A _ disc drill 
should also be preferred to any other 
style of drill in sowing. The discgy do 


not drag up stubble to nearly as great |’ 


an extent as toothed implements.

Continuing their record for thtimp- 
ing majorities, the Henry  Govern- 
ment was sustained in the Legislature 
|in passing in second reading amend- 
ments to the Liquor Control Act pro- 
| viding for freer sale of beer and wine 
| in the province, the vote recorded be- 
ing 89-9, the largest majority the 
| government has so far been accorded 
this session. 


Beneath this division was recorded 
a spectacle that has not been wit- 
nessed in many sessions according to 
veteran members of the House, when 
no less than 12 members of the Oppo- 
sition voted with the government in 
carrying the measure, including Pro- 
gressive Leader Nixon. Only nine of 
the Opposition members voted against 
the measure, and only three including 
Dr. G .A. McQuibban, Liberal Léad- 
er, W. EB. N. Sinclair, K. C., South: 
Ontario, and S. C. Tweed, North Wa-, 
terloo, spoke against the measure. 
Mr. Nixon remained out of the dis-; 
cussion but entered the House to re-| 
cord his.vote approving the measure. |

The Government was sustained on | 
the division to approve the report of 
the Legal Committee on the case eh 
Magistrate Daniel McCaughrin of Or- 
fllia, the voting being 59-11. The re- 
port found that the Magistrate was 
inefficient, should have been retired, 
and that there had not been bar- 
gaining or trafficking in offices. The 
vote was asked for by Progressive 
Leader Nixon who held that the com- 
mittee should report only the evi- 
dence, but it was argued by Hon. 
Charles McCrea, Minister of Mines, 
and chairman of the committee, that 
the committee was within its rights 
in making the recommendations as 
presented. Mr. McCrea also question- 
ed the tactics followed by Liberal 
officials in having the aged magist- 
rate offer himself to such a proposi- 
tion in an endeavour to make’ some- 
thing out of the case to injure the 
Conservative party, while it was also 
recommended that the government 
*| give consideration to the question of 
| providing retiring allowances for such 
officials, who after reaching a certain 
age are unprovided for. 

Under legislation presented by At- 
torney-General W. H. Price the word 
“police” is to be removed from the de- 

™ | scription of Ontario police magist- 
» | rates and police Courts, under an am- 
erriment to the Magistrate’s Act. 

“Tt is desirable and in the public in- 
terest that the word ‘police’ be dropp- 
ed,” stated Colonel Price. “It leads 
to the mistaken idea that the magist- 
| rate and his court are closely indenti- 
tied- withthe police force. The mag- 
istrate does not fiietion for the po- 
|; lice, nor is he really connected with 
| the police force. He is one of the “jus 
dici of the Province with author- 
ity in criminal and other matters to 
dispense justice.” 

Attorney General Price introduced 
further amendments to the Liquor 
Control providing for areas which are 
now dry under the Canadian Tem- 
perance Act to vote for adoption of 
beer or beer and wine in standard 
hotels or beer in other authorized 
‘| places and to permit present wet ar- 
eas to vote for total prohibition. This 
measure solidifies the amendments 
‘| previously introduced providing for 
freer sale of beer and light wines. 

Hon. Leopold Macaulay, Minister of 
Highways, introduced an amendment 
to the Highway Traffic Act providé 
ing for commercial vehicles, disabled 
on the highways, to have lights or 
flare placed 200 feet from the Vehicle 
to warn’ oncoming traffic.

tion was organized by the Division of 
Botany, of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture and is now conducted 
in every Province of Canada. Before 
crops are certified they must pass 
careful inspections of the plants and 
of the tubers. The most important of 
these inspections is that given to the 
plants during the growing season. 
Only these crops that conform to ri- 
gid standards, in regard to freedom 


are certified for seed purposes. In 
this manner seed potatoes of every 
high standard are made available to 
potato growers. 

In order to maintain high standards 
of seed, the growers have found it ad- 
visable to make careful selections 
each year of the healthy good type 
plants for their foundation stock. Be- 
fore they dig the main crop, they 
carefully harvest the tubers from 
those most desirable plants. If any of 
thoke plants do not conform to the 
required standards in yield, type, etc., 
they are discarded. ‘The selected tub- 
ers aré given_the best storage avail- 
able. In planting thesze_in the “seed 
plot,” the growers generally tee, the 
“tuber unit’? method, by which all 
seed pieces from any one tuber are 
planted in sequence. This method as- 
sists greatly in more efficient roguing 
and in making better selections of the 
healthy plants. If the plant from one 
seed piece of any tuber does not con- 
form to the required standards in 
freedom from disease, type, etc., every 
plant from that tuber is rogued out 
and discarded. 

The selection of plants and of tub- 
ers has been conducted, according to 
this method, by the Dominion Seed 
Potato Certification Service in B. C. 
The results obtained, with several Va- 
rieties, have demonstrated that a 
worth while increase in yigid is ob- 
tained by proper selections of plants 
and of tubers for seed purposes. 

As a result of the selection of 
plants and tubers over a three year 
period, with thirty samples received 
from growers for testing in the ex- 
perimental plot, the average yield was 
increased by one and a half tons per 
acre. 

In selecting the grower should be- 
come familiar with the best type of 
plants, as well as of the tuber, of the 
variety he is growing. By continually 
selecting this most desirable type he 
will eventually develop a good uniform 
strain. This is undoubtedly the best 
method of maintaining a high stand- 
ard of seed potatoes.
